Whether this visit was upon the invita- | 
tion of Count Lamsdorff or at the re- 
quest of the Ambassador cannot definite- 
ly be stated, but there is reason to be-

The result was that to-day Mr. Meyer 
went to Tsarskoe-Selo in full uniform, and 
Was received in special audience by the 
Emperor. Upon his return to 8t. Peters- 
burg this afternoon Mr. Meyer hastened | 
io the Embassy, whence he seni a long 
cipher dispatch to Washington. Half an 
hour later he was closeted with Sir | 
Charles Hardinge, the British adieien.t 
dor. 

It is equally evident that the situation 
is an exceedingly delicate one, Ambassa- 
dor Meyer, when seen to-night, absolutely 
declining to say a word regarding his 
visit to Tsarskoe-Selo, the mission with 
which he is charged, or the Emperor's 
response. 

The centre of interest-fs again trans- 
ferred back to Washington. Count Cas- 
sini has doubtless received instructions 
from the Emperor. However, it will 
prebably require some little time to final- 
ly decide whether success shall crown the 
President's efforts to end the war. 

The fact of Ambassador Meyer’s visit to 
Tsarkoe-Selo is up to the present known 
only in the higher official circles, many 
diplomats even being entirely unaware of 
this important event.

Senator Depew next tried his hand as a 
pacifier. He said that if he were a dozen 
years younger and free from the duties 
that now took his time l:e would like to be 
Chairman himself, but that as no man 
had been found of sufficient calibre who 
would take the post, it was best to ad- 
journ until Friday. To this Mr. Low re- 
plied in a tone similar to that of his 
earlier speech, adding that his duty was 
to the policy holders, and that as he was 
going to Europe soon with his family he 
did not want to leave until his responsibil- 


ity was ended and a “respectable man- | 


agement in control.” 


President Alexander then called Senator | 


Depew to the chair and made an earnest 
address, in which he said that, although 
he would be willing to resign if: it could 
be done with propriety, he did not propose 
to resign under fire. 

“I have tried faithfully to serve the so- 
ciety,” he continued in effect, 
have erred, the errors have been those of 
judgment, and not of the heart. I believe 
that every one has tried to do his duty, 
and that the society has now come to a 
pass where the public is criticising the 
methods and not the results.”’ 

Following Mr. Alexander Senator De- 
pew spoke again, this time adding his 
word that he would like to resign if he 
could conscientiously. The Senator said 
that in his forty years of business expe- 
rience he had never been connected with 
any institution for which he had a great- 
er affection than for the Equitable, which 
he esteemed for his duties to it, his rela- 
tions with the officers, and the pleasant 
social affiliations that it developed. 

Senator Depew also said: 

“It is all important that we find the 
right sort of a man. Such a man must 
be bigger than any insurance man; he 
must be a man of National reputation, 
whose name would inspire the confidence 
of the public, and must be a diplomat 
and accustomed to the ways of Washing- 
ton. But such a man would be absolute- 
ly swamped by the details of the position 
without the retention of the present offi- 
cers to tell him how the business should 
be conducted.”’ 


Depew Will Stick. 
of 


The Senator added that his | 
duty impelled him to stick to the ship; 
until everything went down—if that might 
be necessary. 

Mr. Low replied to this address by sav- 
ing that he believed that the Superin-j 


tendent of insurance would soon settle! 
many of the questions that perplexed Mr. 
Depew. Mr. Low declared that he was 
acting with the kindest of feeling for the 
President and Vice President, and that in 
asking them to tender their resignations 
before the State Superintendent made his 
report he was giving them the advice of 
a friend. He did not venture to predict | 
what would occur, but he beleved “hat! 
the State Superintendent would demand | 
their retirement, and held it better for 
the society to forestall this demand. So 
Mr. Low moved that the offices of Presi- 
dent and Vice President be declared 
vacant. Mr. Ives seconded the motion, 

Senator Depew was again called to the 
chair on account of the character of the 
motion, and upon a point of order by H. 
Cc. Deming that the by-laws fixed the 
terms of the President and Vice Presi- 
dent, Mr. Depew ruled the motion out of 
order. There was a long discussion, but 
the ruling was at last supported, and Mr. |

Immediately Charles Stewart Smith 
moved that, inasmuch as the executive 
salaries of the society were too iarge, they 
be reduced to ainounts corresponding to 
the salaries paid similar officers in banks 
and trust companies. Mr. Smith offered 
another motion that the question of ex- 
cessive valuations of real estate be looked 
into, that real estate not giving a proper | 
return should be disposed of, and that 
the income from the society's real estate | 
investments should be looked into. 

In support of his motions Mr. Smith 
mede a rather long speech, saying that!

nate a Prince of the house of Bernadotte 
to occupy the throne of Norway, brings 
forward two members of the royal family 
of Sweden, either of whom might become 
his father’s successor as King of Norway. 

One is Prince Oscar Carl August, the 
second son of the King. He was born 
in 1859. Since 1888, when he renounced 
his succession to the throne in order to 
marry Miss Ebba Munck, who was one 
of the maids-in-waiting upon the Queen 
of Sweden, he has been known as Prince 
Bernadotte. 

On renouncing his claims to the throne 
he was made titular Count of Wisborg. 
He is now an Admiral of the Royal Swed- 
ish Navy. He is deeply religious and has 
caused considerable comment at times in 
his native land by taking part as speaker 
in revival meetings conducted by the non- 
conformist denominations. 

The other possible aspirant to the Nor- 
wegian throne is the eldest son of the 
Crown Prince of Sweden, who was named

Purely Practical Interpretation of Un-

PARIS, June 7.—Premier Rouvier, as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, took up the 
active direction of the Foreign Office to- 
day, conferring with the chiefs of depart- 
ments upon various pending foreign ques- 
tions. His permanent retention of the 
portfolio of Foreign Affairs is now con- 
sidered settled, President Loubet and 
Parliament wish him to surrender the 
portfolio of Finance and give his undi- 
| Viced attention to the foreign situation. 

Wither ex-Minister Public Instrue- 
tion Poincaré or ex-Minister of Public 
Works Baudin wiil probably succeed M. 
| Rouvier as Minister of Finance. 

Important diplomatic changes are also 
| thought likely to occur result of the 
Cabinet changes. One report is that Mar- 
quis de Reverseaux, Ambassador at Vi- 
enna, will succeed M. Bihourd as Ambas- 
sador at Berlin, and that Jules Cambon 
may be transferred to St. Petersburg. 

M. Rouvier's first meeting with the 
diplomats to-day brought_out much dis- 
icussion among them concerning the ef- 
fect of the change in the French Cabi- 
net upon European politics. The prevail- 
ing view that Germany will be the 
gainer by the change; that Russia is 
likely to learn that French policy is dic- 
'tated by French interests instead of the 
| desire to uphold the alliance, and that 
the Anglo-French understanding will re- 
ceive a practical interpretation as a Pla- 
| tonic bond of friendship instead of the 
; broad construction heretofore given that 
jit amounted to a virtual alliance. 

The diplomats also incline to the view 
| that the Moroccan issue, which heretofore 
has between Germany and France, 
may enter a new nhuse between Germany 
and Great Britain if tne latter is indis- 
posed the effect of German di- 
destroying the Anglo-French 
relative Morocco.
